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British Legends Prepare For Next U.S. Invasion.

Judas Priest's Rob Halford is the quintessen- 
tial gentleman at all times. Yet, the leather-clad 
vocalist has something that's bothering him, and 
while he strains in conversation not to express 
his dismay, his words are tinged with an edge of 
anger and disappointment. 

’Priest is the band that kept heavy metal alive 
during the lean years,” he stated. “We were 
defending the faith in the face of new wave, 
power pop and disco. When everyone else was 
cutting their hair and turning toward synthe- 
sizers, we were staying with metal. It paid off for 
us very handsomely in recent years, but | do feel 
we could do better. | see young bands come 
along who play music similar to ours and they 
sell more records than we do. | wish them all the 
luck in the world — please understand that. But 
sometimes | say to myself, ‘We opened the doors 
for them, and they're reaping some of the 
rewards that perhaps we deserve!’ ”’ 

Halfords bandmate, guitarist K.K. Downing, 
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isn't quite as diplomatic in his assessment of the 
current heavy metal scene. He knows the role 
Priest has played in shaping the sound and style 
of the medium, and he has little trouble in 
expressing his opinion that his band has been 
“ripped off” on more than one occasion by 
younger, hungrier groups. 

“Sometimes | become extremely annoyed by 
what's happening in heavy metal,” he said with 
typical candor. “Somewhere along the line a few 
groups have gotten the idea that all you need to 


‘be successful is a look and an attitude. The worst 


part, as far as I'm concerned, is that those bands 
get away with it. A clever record company gets 
behind them and convinces the fans that what 
this group is doing is important. Heavy metal is 
more than the way you look. We spent years 
playing in clubs and serving as an opening act to 
reach the level of proficiency we have today. 
“| look around and see a lot of groups who 


have borrowed a great deal from us,” he added. 


“Someone like Rob doesn't seem to mind. He 
feels that people are intelligent enough to know 
the real thing from a copy. |'m not so sure. A lot 


of bands go on the road with a lot of theatrics, 
and those cover up for certain deficiencies that 
may exist. It’s true for American bands as well as 
British ones. It's good that heavy metal is finally 
getting the recognition it deserves, but | dont 
know if Judas Priest is getting its fair share of 
that recognition. 

To support Downing sclaim, one needs only to 
look at sales figures of Priest's LPs and compare 
them to various metal competitors. While their 
1983 LP, Screaming For Vengeance, became 
the first Priest album ever to attain the lofty 
platinum sales plateau, their followup, De- 
fenders Of The Faith, sold a respectable — yet 
unspectacular — 800,000 units. When one 
compares such figures with the multi-million 
sales figures achieved by the likes of Motley 
Crue, Ratt and Twisted Sister, the reason for the 
band’s annoyance becomes clear. 

Now, with the Priest's new album on the verge 
of being released, Halford, Downing, guitarist 
Glenn Tipton, bassist lan Hill and drummer Dave 
Holland know that this is a major crossroad in 
their career. Will they break through to multi-

platinum paradise or will they continue to 
languish in a metallic netherworld, having cult 
popularity but unable to garner mass public 
acclaim? 

‘One of the things that keeps us from 
becoming as successful as some so-called metal 
bands is our music,’ explained Tipton. “It seems 
that the groups that break through to big sales 
figures are playing very homogenized, commer- 
cial rock. We're playing heavy metal and we're 
never going to change that. Many bands have 
fallen under the metal umbrella in recent years, 
and | don't know how many of them honestly 
belong there. Metal and melody don’t go hand in 
hand; in fact, we've often shied away from a song 
if we thought it was too melodic. Selling out our 
principles isn't worth moving a few extra records 
as far as we're concerned.”

Perhaps a more basic way of analyzing the 
dilemma that Priest finds itself in is by examining 
the band’s audience. While more accessible hard 
rock bands like Van Halen and Leppard seem to 
have audiences evenly divided between males 
and females, Priest's no-holds-barred approach 
has always attracted a predominantly male 
following. Would the band like to appeal to more 
women with their music? According to Downing, 
the matter is not the band’s highest priority, but 
it is something they are considering.

“Of course we'd like to have as many fans as 
possible,” he said. “We know that there are 
more boys in the audience than girls, but that's 
always been true for heavy metal. In England it's 
even worse than it is in America. There, it seems 
like we never attract any women to our shows. 
We'd never change our style or image to attract 
more female fans — even if it meant selling 
more records. We've never been a ‘pretty boy’ 
band, though we've always been very concerned 
with what we wear on stage and the way we 
present the group.” 

“| don't see why women can’t enjoy our 
music,” Halford added. ‘There are elements init 
that should appeal to everyone. | don't helieve 
you have to perform ballads in order to attract a 
female following. They know how to rock as well 
as the males do. The album we're working on 
now is the best record we've ever done, and the 
variety of material is astounding. It's all Priest- 
style heavy metal, but there's a degree of 
sophistication in there that should appeal to 
anyone who hears it. Hopefully, it will be the ~ 
album se brings us the mass audience we 
want.”

Jon Bon Jovi 
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Jon And Band Turn Up The 
Heat With 7800° Fahrenheit.

Jon Bon Jovi is having the time 
of his life. After all, when you're 
young, good looking and success- 
ful, the world is supposed to be your 
oyster, and for this 24-year-old 
New Jersey native, 1985 promises 
to be the year that oyster yields a 
platinum-coated pearl. With his 
latest LP, 7800° Fahrenheit, 
further establishing Bon Jovi as one 
of the brightest lights in the rock 
and roll gallaxy, it seems the sky's 
now the limit for Jon and his band. 

“| can't think of anything I'd 
rather be doing,’ Bon Jovi said as 
he flashed a big smile. “I get to see 
the world and play rock and roll 
wherever | go. It's a dream come 
true for me. When | was a kid! used 
to lie in bed at night and dream 
about playing the big arenas and 


having crowds cheering for me. | 
never imagined all the hard work 


‘that it would take to get there, but 


having a little success Is great. It’s 
everything | hoped it would be.” 

It was only a little over a year 
ago that Bon Jovi burst upon the 
rock scene with his self-titled debut 
album. That disc yielded an instant 
hit with the FM favorite Runaway, a 
song that gave Bon Jovi national 
recognition. That success was 
followed up in quick succession by 
such singles as She Don’t Know 
Me, which proved that behind the 
attractive image and hard-rocking 
licks lurked the heart of a gifted 
songwriter. 

“| work very hard on the songs 
that appear on our albums,” Jon 
explained. ‘| know some guys who 
can just sit down any time — 
morning, noon or night — and 
crank out a great song in about five 


minutes. I'm not like that. For me, 
every song is a real effort. | have to 
work my ass off to get material 
ready for an album. When we come 
off the road | know that there’s 
going to be one thing in my life for 
the next month — and that's 
writing material. For the new album 
| spent about three solid weeks, 
with no interruptions, just working 
on songs. | knew | could do them, it 
was just a matter of applying 
myself properly.” 

One may wonder though, where 
a strange name like 7800° Fah- 
renheit comes from. It surely isn't 
your conventional rock and roll title. 

“| thought it was kind of clever,” 
Bon Jovi stated. “What 7800° 
Fahrenheit represents is the melt- 
ing point of rock. It's a play on 
words. We're trying to say that 
we're playing music that’s so hot, 
that it can just melt your turntable 
away. The record company wasn't 
thrilled with the title when they first 
heard it. They wanted something a 
little more catchy. But when we 
explained what we were trying to 
say by using it, they turned around. 
Now they love it. They've come up 
with a whole marketing campaign 
based on the title.” 

Now that Bon Jovi has finished 
work on the album, he can return to 
his first love — the concert stage.

During 1984, Jon and the group 
played an estimated 200 concerts, 
criss-crossing the globe to play 
shows throughout the United 
States, the Orient, and Europe. For 
Jon, in particular, the chance to get 
on stage in locals around the world 
was the biggest benefit provided by 
the success of his album. 

“| really like seeing the world,” 
he said. ‘| hadn't gotten the chance 
to travel that much when | was 
growing up, so going to Europe and 
the Orient was just an incredible 
thrill. Then to find out that the 
people in those countries actually 
knew who | was and what my music 
sounded like was just unbelievable. 
It made me want to stay on stage 
and play all night. Unfortunately, | 
was the opening act at most of 
those shows, so my time was 
limited. But it convinced me that | 
wanted to go back to those places 
as often as possible and hopefully, 
someday, be able to headline and 
play my entire show.” 

While Jon expresses interest in 
headlining as soon as possible, he

is a realist who knows the oppor- 
tunity to do so may still be a year or 
two away. That fact does littie to 
ruffle Bon Jovi's perpetually smil- 
ing visage. 

“Hell, that doesn’t bother me at 
all,” he said. ‘‘I've waited a long 
‘ime to get to the position | am now, 
30 I'm not trying to rush anything. 
‘m in this business for the long 
raul. | don’t want to be one of those 
juys who has a hit, jumps right to 
‘he top, then disappears a year 
ater never to be heard from again. | 
nant to make sure iny career has a 
‘eal solid foundation before | begin 
to take on the added responsibility 
of being top on the bill. 

“| really haven't thought too 
much about when | want to start 
headlining,’ he added. ‘The fans 
will dictate that. If this new album 
becomes a big success, we might 
try some headlining shows later on 
in the year. If not, I'm very content 
to wait until we do our third album. 
That way | know we have enough 
material to really put on a good 
show. We can really excite a crowd 


when we only have 40 minutes, and 
| figure we'll be absolutely lethal 
when we're given a full hour and a 
half.” 

While Jon and bandmates Alec 
John Such (bass), David Rashbaum 
(keyboards), Richie Sambora 
(guitar) and Tico Torres (drums), 
are quite content with their present 
lot in the rock and roll derby, that by 
no means indicates Bon Jovi is a 
band lacking motivation. As Jon 
was quick to explain, this is one 
group willing to sacrifice every- 
thing, and go through any hardship, 
in order to succeed. 

“We've had a few things happen 
to us that would really make most 
bands just throw up their hands and 
want to quit,’ Jon said. ‘The worst 
thing was right before we started 
recording this album, all our gear 
was stolen from our rehearsal hall. | 
mean everything — they didn't 
even leave us any guitar strings. 
The thieves were very destructive, 
too. Richie found one of his prized 
guitars — one he really treasured 
— broken and thrown in the trash. 
But that only made us buckle down 
and want to work that much harder. 
It made us more determined to 
make it to the top. We figure as 
long as we're going to play music, 
we may as well be as successful at 
it as we can. O

: she’s real close to our rela- 
tives, 


“explained Harris. 
“That way at least I’m con- 
fident she’s safe while I’m 
away.” Not exactly the 
words of a brash, inebri- 
ated, Satan worshipper, 
huh? 

In fact, during Maiden‘s 
recent world tour, Mr. 
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Frank Torton 


Harris often seemed to be 
suffering from a severe case 
of homesickness. “We've 
traveled all over the world, 
but there’s no place like 
England. It’s home to us. 
But, right now, I’m doing 
what I’ve always wanted 
to do and there are certain 
sacrifices we have to make. 
This is just one of them. 
But, we try to fly our fami- 
lies over for some of our 
bigger gigs.” 

Indeed, during their last 
stopover in New York, the 
entire band flew their 
wives, their kids and other 
assorted family members 
over the Atlantic for a mini- 
vacation. The scene at the 
hotel often resembled a 
daycare center, what with 
all the howling, diaper-

clad infants and Tonka toys 
lying about. 

As for their favorite pas- 
time, the band is so sports- 
minded that Steve had even 
considered becoming a pro- 
fessional soccer player at 
one time. ‘When | was 
growing up in London, the 
only escape for kids who 
didn't want to work in a 
factory was to either play 
in a band or join a football 
team.” Steve wasn't really 
sure what he wanted at 
that time, so he played 
soccer as often as possible 
(“‘l even tried out for my 
favorite team, but | didn’t 


make it.) and worked on 
perfecting his music when- 
ever he could spare the 
time. By day, he found 
work as a truck driver. For- 
tunately, things for Iron 
Maiden began to gel be- 
fore that stint became 
permanent. 

As for their education, 
the Maiden men are all 
well schooled — in fact 
vocalist Bruce Dickinson 
attended a military-type 
academy where he was so 
overworked he recalled, “1 
didn’t even have time to 
get myself expelled until 
my senior year. We had 


everything figured out for 
us. We'd study, we'd go to 
class, or gym, Or Our meals 
and then we'd be so tired 
by lights out that we were 
grateful to hit the sack.” 

So, you see, it isn’t as 
though the boys from 
Maiden were a bunch of 
misfit morons who hap- 
pened to pick up a guitar 
and pine for the spotlight. 
In fact, what with all the 
uproar these days about 
the education American 
teens do not accumulate, 
One might turn to Iron 
Maiden for a bit of a his- 
tory lesson. 

Their songs, never sim- 
plistic to begin with, have 
subject matter from tomes 
of literature that the boys 
favored and later put to 
melodies. ““Anybody can 
write a simple song,” as- 
serted Steve, “but when | 
think that thousands of 
kids might have gone out 
and bought Dune by 
Frank Herbert just because 
they heard our song, Jo 
Tame A Land, which was 
based on the book, | feel 
proud that I’ve done some- 
thing that had a positive 
effect. Of course, when | 
write, | don’t think of these 
things — it’s only after- 
wards when kids come up 
to me and say, ‘Yeah, that 
book Dune was really 
good. Thanks for turning 
me on to it’ that I can really 
appreciate the aftereffects 
of our work.” 

This much said, it’s a 
wonder that there are still 
people who protest these 
artists and denounce their 
values. “People see mean- 
ing where it doesn't exist,” 
chuckled Bruce, shaking 
his head disbelievingly. 
“When we lobotomized 
Eddie (their zombie-like 
mascot) and brought him 
on stage, it was all in fun ... 
just like everything we do. 
People are just so uptight, 
if they'd learn to relax, the 
world wouldn't be in such 
a confused state and peo- 
ple would see that what 
we do is entertain.” 

...1 wonder if the pudgy 
record salesman knows 
what he’s missing.G

Canadian Quintet 
Let It Rip On Long 
Way To Heaven.

“I've never liked it when people categorize 
us,” Helix’s blond vocalist Brian Vollmer said 
with a gap-toothed smile. ‘I’ve heard people 
call us everything from a blues band to a 
heavy metal group. As far as I’m concerned 
the only category we can fall under is rock 
and roll. We are a rock and roll band, and 
we're proud of it. After that, any sort of 
classification is worthless. Helix is the band 
that doesn't fit into the standard mold.” 

True to Vollmer's words, Helix has emerged 
as one of the most enigmatic groups currently 
residing on the hard rock scene. The band’s 
tight, melodic, yet extremely volatile sound 
has placed them in a musical netherworld 
that exemplifies neither the black leather nor 
the satin pants school of metal madness. As 
shown on their last album, Walkin’ The 
Razor's Edge, and their latest LP, Long Way 
To Heaven, Vollmer, guitarists Paul Hackman 
and Brent Doerner, bassist Daryl Gray and 
drummer Greg Hinz have strived to create a 
sound and style all their own. And while the 
band may not be the most original group on 
the face of the planet, Vollmer swears that 
one day Helix’s music will be as instantly 
recognizable as anyone's. 

“If | had to compare us to any group out 
there today, maybe it would be Van Halen,” 
he said. ‘I'm not comparing us musically as 
much as I’m saying that our attitudes are the 
same. We want to be different. We want 
people to hear our music and know who it is 
right away. That's why we'll never dress in all 
the leather and play the same three chord 
riffs that so many bands seem to get off on. 
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Helix: “If you had to compare us to any group today, it would be Van Halen.” 


Helix have never been ‘joiners.’ We have no 
interest in jumping on the so-called heavy 
metal bandwagon. We want to become 
recognized not for doing something 
outrageous on stage, but for writing the best 
songs around, and putting on the best show 
we can.” 

While such songs as the anthemic Rock 
You have done much for establishing Helix as 
a group with a distinctive sound and 
approach, the band has yet to fully cash in on 
their quest for individuality. Hailing from 
Canada, rather than the L.A. or London metal 
factories, the group has slowly, but surely, 
built their career. It hasn't always been easy. 
In fact, the band’s first two LPs, released only 
on a small Canadian label, were so hard to 
find that the band ended up selling them from 
the stage after each of their concerts. This 
slow and steady rise to fame has deprived 
Helix of the sudden impact achieved by the 
likes of Ratt and Motley Crue. 

“It does bother me that we're taken for 


granted by a lot of people,” Hackman 


explained. ‘We're not the hot new kid on the 
block like some of the West Coast bands 
have been, and that’s hurt us as far as 
recognition goes. We don't have the flashy 
image or the guitars that squirt blood, but 
we ve been able to build a very strong 
foundation for our career. We've crisscrossed 
North America dozens of times now, and 
while we may be fairly new to most people, 
that kind of experience is hard to beat.” 

“We have certain hurdles to overcome,” 
Vollmer added. “We know that there’s a lot 
of great music around right now, and you 
have to be very special to pick up on you. But 
I'd be very surprised if Helix isn't a headlining 
band after fans get into this album. | don't 
want to sound pompous when | say that, but 
| honestly believe that when people get tired 
of looking at all the leather and studs, they'll 
look for a rock and roll band that has good 
songs, and Helix will be there waiting for 
them. I'm not saying we're going to be the 
next big thing, but anyone who gives us a 
chance won't be disappointed.’ O

Each month Hit Parader 


sojourns back in time with a 
rock and roll celebrity. This 
month’s time traveler is 
Twisted Sister’s inimitable 
Dee Snider. 


Rebellion has always been a word 
near and dear to the heart of Twisted 
Sister's Dee Snider. Growing up ina 
middle-class community on Long 
Island, Dee always knew he was a 
little different from the people 
whose main ambition in life was to 
grow up and take over the family 
business. If anything, Dee’s am- 
bition was to grow up and burn the 
family business. 

“There was always a lot of friction 
between me and my dad,” Snider 
recalled. “It was nothing really 
serious — just the standard rock and 
roll thing of him wanting me to acta 
certain way and me telling him to 
shove it. I’ve always been somewhat 
of an individualist, even when |wasa 
kid playing in the park. | wanted to 
do things my own way, and when 
people told me | couldn't, | just said 
to them, ‘Stick around man, and 
you'll see if | can do it or not.’ | may 
not have always pulled it off, but | 
always tried.” 

Dee’s rebellious nature led to the 
standard difficulties in school. As he 
remembers, a list of his academic 
problems read like a basic primer on 
what not to do in high school..“l was 
a rock and roller,” Dee stated. “That 
meant staying up late, sneaking an 
occasional smoke or two and gen- 
erally disrupting things any way | 
could. | remember one teacher in 
particular who thought | was sucha 
nice young boy. Then one summer | 
grew up a lot, and when | went back 
to classes in September, she looked 
at me and couldn't believe her eyes. 
It was like | had turned into a 
monster while she wasn't looking.” 

Determined to be in a band, Dee 
gigged with a variety of local groups 
before finally hooking up with 
Twisted Sister in 1978. The band 
had already been around for a few 
years by the time Dee joined, their 
roster was in aconstant state of flux. 
When Snider came in he decided to 
shift the band’s visual focus towards 
the groups he had grown up listen- 
ing to and admiring — Alice Cooper, 
T. Rex and Slade. 

“Those were the bands that really 


had a big influence on me. | loved 
what Cooper was doing. He was 
combining great music with  in- 
credible showmanship, and | real- 
ized that’s what | wanted to do too. 
Nobody else was doing that at the 
time, but | never figured we’d go 
quite as far as we did. We started off 
fairly tame — using some makeup 
and rouge. Then we started wearing 
ladies’ dresses, and that’s when 
things really started to get weird. We 
became the band that everyone 
loved to hate.” 

Despite their ever-growing repu- 
tation as a Long Island club favorite, 
Twisted Sister couldn’t attract any 
record company interest. When 
label executives would journey out 
to see the band perform in front ofa 
packed house of 3,000 fans, they 
would dismiss the group as merely a 
regional phenomenon. Obviously, 
the situation began to affect Dee 
and the boys. 

“We didn’t know what to do to get 
a break,’’ Snider explained. ‘““‘We 
knew if we could appeal to a New 
York audience — the toughest, most 
critical audience in the world — we’d 
have no trouble with anyone else. 
The record company guys in their 
pinstriped suits and narrow ties 
didn’t want to hear any of that. They 
thought they knew what the people

wanted to hear. That’s how we 
ended up with disco. 

“We did everything to wear those 
suckers down, but nothing worked,” 
he declared. “We finally gave up and 
went to Europe because some 
friends of ours said that England 
would be far more receptive to what 
we were doing. They were right. It 
took us only about a month to geta 
record deal over there.” 

The rest, as they say, is history. 
From those humble beginnings 
Twisted Sister rapidly grew to be- 
come one of the most successful 
hard rock bands in the world. But 
Dee refuses to ever forget the early 
days and the struggle the band had 
to endure to reach their present 
stature, 

“Everywhere | go these days | run 
into people who remember us from 
the Long Island club days,” he said. 
“They always tell me, ‘| knew you 
guys would make it.’ Sometimes | 
think that the only ones who really 
believed we'd be successful were 
the guys in the band. The thing | 
enjoy is when the same record 
‘company guys who laughed in our 
ifaces five years ago come up and 
slap me on the back. | just give them 
a smile and a look that would melt 
their eyes out. I'll never forget what 
it took for us to get here.”0

They say that while they're 
home in Germany, they are usually so 
busy with recording sessions and 
rehearsals that they hardly ever find 
the time to pick out a record, sit down 
and listen to it. On the road, however, 
tapes play constantly on the tour bus 
and radios blare in hotel rooms. 

We recently caught up with Peter 
and Wolf while they were in New York 
for a concert appearance. We asked 
them to pick out a few 45s from a pile 
of recent releases and give us their 
impressions. Not selected was their 
own single, Midnight Mover, from the 
Metal Heart album. 


Just Got Lucky, 
Dokken 


Peter: Not bad, but typically American sounding. 
The guitar sounds strange. 

Wolf: | like the chorus with all the backing vocals, 
but it takes too long to get there. It's boring 
before the chorus — and that's the only thing 
there is to jump on. They've been to Germany and 
we're more or less personal friends of theirs. 
Their guitarist, George Lynch, is great.

Wolf: | expected more than this. They've done 
better. They're always trying to do unique things, 
especially with their voices. They're experi- 
menting all the time, and usually | like that, but 
this is too simple. I'd need to be in the mood for 
this. 

Peter: Her voice is great. They always have good 
arrangements with strings and everything.

Wolf: | like that one. It's well thought out and 
honest. | like the way he plays guitar, which is 
very effective. It gives a positive feeling to the 
song.

Wolf: Very good. | like them, and | like that they 
come out and say they're gay.

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Ratt Patrol Go For Broke With 
Invasion Of Your Privacy.

In many ways, Ratt is the perfect band for the mid-1980s. Mixing an 
unerring pop feel with a solid riff-rock foundation, this West Coast quintet 
has developed a sound, as well as a look, that's instantly caught the fancy 
of rock fans everywhere. Now with the release of their second LP, 
Invasion Of Your Privacy, vocalist Stephen Pearcy, bassist Juan Croucier, 
drummer Bobby Blotzer and guitarists Warren DeMartini and Robbin 
“King” Crosby have solidified their foothold in the rock stratosphere. We 
recently had the opportunity to talk with Pearcy and Crosby about the 
ingredients that led Ratt to instant stardom. 


Hit Parader: Is there one particular quality 
that you believe has made Ratt successful? 
Stephen Pearcy: It may sound too simple, but 
it's the music. A lot of people have gotten so 
caught up in the lifestyle and the wildness of 
a lot of groups that they forget to realize that 
what goes on a record or what gets played on 
the radio is music. | don’t think a band’s look 
can make you successful — it’s got to be the 
songs you write. Ratt is one of those bands 
that puts a lot of effort into the songs we do. 
Robbin Crosby: Another thing is that everyone 
can tell we're having a good time. People 
pick up on that. They see you having fun and 
they say to themselves, “Hey, | want to have 
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Robbin Crosby 


a good time too.’ When the fans come to one 
of our concerts we do our best to make it a 
big party, and that carries over to the records 
as well. 


HP: It's been said that Ratt parties about as 
hard as any band around. How true is that? 
RC: We like having a good time, none of us 
are going to deny that. But we take making 
music very seriously. Making music that has a 
“good time’ feel to it can be hard work. We 
didn't just walk into the studio and crank the 
new album out in a couple of hours. There 
was a lot of preproduction work, and a lot of 
y time spent in the studio. Of course, with Ratt 


— that preproduction time was spent in Hawaii, 


so even when we work we know how to do it 
with a little style. 

SP: If we partied as hard as everyone thinks, 
we wouldn't be able to stand up at this point. 
We like sex, and we like getting loose after a 
show, but sometimes the biggest partying 
we'll do for a day is playing with some model 
cars in the hallways of an arena before a 
concert. That's not exactly depraved rock and 
roll craziness, is it? 


HP: But come on, guys! What about the 
stories about Robbin being kidnapped by 
Motley Crue and being “forced” to party with 
a bus load of women all night? 

RC: The guys in Motley Crue are good friends 
of mine. Don't get the idea that we're trying 
to be saints. It's just that we've seen too 
many stories written about other bands which 
talk only about how wild the guys are. We'd 
like the stories written about us to 
concentrate more on the music. 


HP: Okay, | can take a hint. Robbin, tell us 
about the new music. 

RC: | have absolutely nothing to say (laughs). 
Really, the new album is great. It's a lot more 
exciting than Out Of The Cellar was. There's 
a cohesiveness to the music that's different 
from last time. When we did Out Of The 
Cellar we were a fairly new band and we 
were still trying to find out how we could 
work with one another and who would have 
to assume what responsibilities in the 
songwriting and recording process. This time 
we pretty much knew what our strengths and 
weaknesses were, and we did our best to 
eliminate all the weaknesses. 

SP: Invasion Of Your Privacy has a lot more 
spontaneity to it. A lot of the things on the 
first album were sterile sounding. That was 
something we wanted to get away from. It's 
hard to say that an album which sold more 
than two million copies didn’t capture Ratt's 
sound, but that was the case with Out Of The 
Cellar. Anyone who saw us live last year 
knows that the music was a lot more rocking 
on stage than it was on album. This time we 
wanted to make the album as exciting as Ratt 
is on stage. 


HP: What does the title Invasion Of Your 
Privacy mean? 

SP: That was a term | came up with a long 
time ago. To me it's what this band is all 
about. We've climbed out of the cellar to 
invade your privacy. We're a little bit rude, 
and a little bit cocky, which is the way a rock 
and roll band should be, and what we do with 
our albums and concerts is come into your

Coverdale and Sykes 
Prove To Be True 
Snake Charmers. 


If ever a time was right for Whitesnake to 
establish themselves as a major force on the 
American music scene, 1985 is it. Since the 
band’s formation in 1978, when lead vocalist 
David Coverdale split from Deep Purple to 
stake out his own career, the Snake have 
existed on the periphery of the Stateside 
metal market. They've enjoyed a vociferous 
cult following, yet they've never been able to 
break through to major commercial 
acceptance. Now with the band’s lineup 
streamlined around the nucleus of Coverdale 
and guitarist John Sykes, Whitesnake seems 
ready to cash in their chips and go for 
America’s rock and roll jugular. 

“| want success in America more than 
anything,’ Coverdale stated bluntly. ‘‘! know 
that sounds a little absurd, but it's the truth. 
We have a sufficient degree of recognition in 
Europe and Japan; America remains the last 
great frontier for us. I'm determined to see 
that we are successful here. We're willing to 
spend six months at a time touring. We did it 
last year, and we'll do it again now.” 

One of Coverdale’s more calculated 
maneuvers to appeal to the American market 
has been altering the band’s image from a 
middle-aged blues/rock contigent to a 
youthful heavy metal aggregation. Gone from 
last year's successful album, Slide It In, are : 
guitarists Mel Galley and Mickey Moody, ii 
keyboardist Jon Lord and drummer Cozy g 
Powell — a group whose average age was, 
to put it kindly, on the far side of 35. What 
remains is a hard hitting group comprised of 
Sykes, Coverdale and bassist Neil Murray — 
average age 25. 

“There’s no denying we've undergone a 
major change in the last year,” Coverdale 
explained. “But not all of it was as calculated 
as you imply. Moody left the band to start his 
own group, and Mel broke his arm soon after 
we added Sykes. I've always liked a two 
guitar lineup, and | had every intention of 
keeping that roster when Mel got well. But by 
the time he was ready we were on the road, 
and John proved he could handle everything 
all by himself. In fact, he even gave the older 
material an urgency that made it more 
exciting than ever. His background is heavy 
metal, not blues — and that gives our songs : » * 

a stronger focus. John Sykes: His addition transformed Whitesnake into a superstar attraction. 
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“| never felt particularly enamored with 
keyboards,” he added. ‘Jon Lord's role int e 
band was minimal over the last few years. | 
love Jon like a brother — after all we go 
back to the Purple days — so when the call 
came that he was going to rejoin Purple, | 
understood completely. | just decided that any 
keyboards we'd have from now on would only 
be to round out our sound. So everything has 
worked out very well for us — we sound 
better today than ever before.” 

As shown on Whitesnake’s latest LP, the 
group's new lineup has created a sound and 
style that makes the band an instant 
candidate for superstardom. Not only does the 
Snake sound better than virtually any other 
band around, but they look better too. With 
the ruggedly handsome Coverdale dominating 
both album and stage with his powerful 
vocals and macho stance, and blond guitar 
god Sykes winning over male and female fans 
alike, it would seem that Whitesnake has all 
the ingredients needec to reach the very top 
of the rock world. 

“When my mother first saw pictures of 
John she said to me, ‘David are you crazy? 
Now you'll never get any of the girls,’” 
Coverdale recalled with a laugh. ‘Up until 
then | really hadn't thought about that, but it 
convinced me to get in the best shape of my 
life. Getting John in the band not only 
revitalized us musically — he is an absolutely 
brilliant guitarist — but it gave us more 
motivation to make our stage show hot. 
Together, those elements have made us a 
tough band to tangle with in any situation.” 

Unfortunately, as Whitesnake has focused 
more and more of their time on the American 
market, they've begun to alienate some of 
their fans throughout the rest of the world. 
While in years past the Snake toured England 
and the Continent for three of four months at 
a stretch, this year’s European tour lasted 
little over a month. Coverdale sees the 
potential danger of sacrificing a band strength 
to bolster a weakness. ; 

“| don't see why being successful in 
America means we have to suffer in Europe,’ 
he said. “We're certainly not neglecting the 
fans back home, and they know it. We made 
a very nice living by touring Europe and the 
Orient for many years, and we hope to 
continue doing so for many more years. But 
at the moment America is a top priority for 
us. It's a challenge, and I'm a man who has 
always enjoyed a good challenge. We'll never 
forget that we're British, and I'm sure there 
will be a British tour with every album we do. 
It's just that this time our focus is a little 
different than before.” 

Ironically, Whitesnake’s emergence as a 
major force on this side of the Atlantic comes 
in the wake of the precedent shattering 
success of Deep Purple’s Perfect Strangers 
tour. For those of you who don't remember, it 
was Coverdale who stepped in to replace lan 
Gillan when the latter decided to forego the 
rigors of touring with Purple and start a 
career independent of the group in 1973. 
Coverdale’s alliance with Purple lasted for 
some four years, during which time the band 
produced such classic bits of rock vinyl as 
Burn and Stormbringer. 

Yet as various members of the Purple 
entourage continued to leave (most 
importantly guitarist Ritchie Blackmore in

1975), Coverdale saw the writing on the wall. 
By 1977, he had signed a solo recording deal 
and made two albums, David Coverdale and 
Northwinds. By 1978, he had gathered 
together with original Snake guitarists Bernie 
Marsden and Mickey Moody to produce the 
band’s first album, Trouble. That disc was 
followed by a series of exciting, blues-based 
LPs such as Love Hunter and Come An’ Get 
It, which proved unequivocally that Coverdale 
ranked among the premier vocal talents in 
rock. 


“I've always been proud of my voice,” he 
said. “And | think it's been given a good 
forum in Whitesnake. Unfortunately, the type 
of music we were playing was very bluesy, 
and a lot of Americans thought it was 
outdated. They saw blues/rock as something 
from the early 1970s, not the 1980s. Well, 
the music we're making now is still bluesy, 
but it's been updated. Whitesnake is a band 
with a big future. Now | don't think anyone 
can deny that we're very much a band for 
today.’ O 
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West Coast Rockers Start Fighting 
For The Earth. 


The Los Angeles rock scene has become 
something of a cliche in recent days, with bands 
emerging from the wood work with a cookie- 
cutter similarity in both their sound and style. 
Occasionally,however, a group blossoms with an 
attitude that is alittle bit different from the norm, 
and by that criterion alone they deserve special 
attention. Warrior is such a band. 

“We've tried to avoid copying any of the other 
groups who have come out of Los Angeles over 
the last few years,’ the quintet’s co-lead 
guitarist Tommy Asakawa explained. ‘I like a lot 
of the bands, and many of the musicians are 
good friends of ours, but we've listened to what 
they're doing, and we realize that what Warrior's 
all about is very different. We don't shy away 
from being called a heavy metal band, but we 
don't think metal needs to be just good time 
music. We like to have fun, but there’s room in 
this type of music for making a statement.” 

The band’s desire to make significant 
statements is reflected on their debut LP, 
Fighting For the Earth, an album whose title cut 
presents a surrealistic vision of our planet 


battling against some mysterious ‘immortal 
enemy.’ While such an approach could be 
comical in the hands of a less proficient unit, 
guitarists Asakawa and Joe Floyd, vocalist 
Parramore McCarty, drummer Jimmy Volpe and 
bassist Bruce Turgon manage to blend their vivid 
lyrical imagery with a rock solid musical 
foundation to provide Warrior with a surprisingly 
entertaining style. 

“There's so much negativity in heavy metal,’ 
Floyd said. ‘It always seems that the devil is 
there, or everyone is acting like a total hedonist. 
This band believes in positive energy. To us 
there's more to life than just screwing in the back 
seat and singing about Satan. We do songs like 
Only The Strong Survive which says that if we 
unite and stand together life could be paradise. 
We really believe that, and if we can convince 
even a few people that we're right, it would give 
us a great deal of satisfaction.” 

While Fighting For The Earth is Warrior's 
recording debut, the band’s history dates back to 
1983 when Floyd and Asakawa journeyed north 
from their home in San Diego and supplied

various Los Angeles radio stations with demo 
tapes of what would later become their LP’s title 
track. Almost immediately such FM giants as 
KLOS and KMET jumped on the song giving the 
still unsigned band exposure throughout the 
Southern California area. While that airplay 
quickly led to a recording contract, unforeseen 
problems soon jumped in Warrior's path. 

“Believe it or not, we were signed at the same 
time as Ratt,’ Asakawa said. ‘Here we are with 
our first album out, and they're already releasing 
their second LP. We had problems with the 
recording studio we used. It was like we were 
cursed. Every time we'd get a little momentum 
going, the studio would have a power failure or 
something, and we'd have to sit back for a couple 
of weeks. It was incredibly frustrating, but it had 
the one positive benefit of giving us more time to 
polish the material for the record. When we 
finished — about eight months after we started 
— the record sounded exactly the way we 
wanted it to.” 

On such tracks as Mind Over Matter and 
Defenders Of Creation, Warrior has constructed 
an album that stands up to repeated listenings 
and critical dissections. While many of their East 
Coast compatriots seem content to create four 
minutes of instantly forgettable pop/metal radio 
fodder, Warrior have strived to produce music of 
substance. 

“| don't want people's first reaction to be, 
‘Gosh, that album's complex,’ ’ Floyd stated. ‘I 
want people to enjoy what we've done. Just 
because we haven't gone in a pop direction is no 
reason for the same people who like lighter 
metal not to enjoy what we're attempting to do. 
Warrior is trying to be different, but | honestly 
believe that our music has something for 
everybody.’ O

Fiona 

At the age of eight, Fiona Flanagan from Phillipsburg, PA 
began playing classical clarinet. By the age of 12, she 
doubled her areas of talent by getting into semi-pro acting. 
She had no background in rock and roll, but one day, she 
heard Paul McCartney's Band On The Run LP and 
freaked out. She got herself a guitar, and with assistance 
_ from her brother and sister, hid it from her dad for a full 
year.

She 
began by singing folk songs, and then began fronting a rock 
cover band on weekends. 

Upon graduation from high school, Fiona dedicated 
herself to singing in bands in New Jersey and Pennsylvania.

Twenty-three-year-old Fiona Flanagan’s on par with 
Pat Benatar and Patty Smyth, and hey, that’s not too bad.

Japanese Rockers Set Out To Conquer America.

It’s taken Loudness only a couple of months to take the 
American rock scene by storm. That fact may not be so 
unusual until one considers that Loudness hail from Japan, 
and only one member of the group has even the faintest 
idea of what the English language is all about. Yet, 
somehow, vocalist Minoru Niihara, guitarist Akira Takasaki, 
bassist Masayoshi Yamashita and drummer Menuteka 
Higushi have managed to touch the heart of the American 
rock consciousness with their first Stateside album, 
Thunder In The East. Recently we had the chance to 
discuss the band’s rapid rise to fame with Niihara, who 
with the help of his trusty interpreter was able to give a 
clear view of Loudness’ plans for world metal conquest. 


Hit Parader: Loudness is the first 
Oriental heavy metal band to enjoy 
a major American record deal. Why 
were you given this honor before 
bands such as Bow Wow, 
Earthshaker and .44 Magnum? 


Minoru Niihara: We were very lucky. 
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We came into contact with people 
who were able to get.our music into 
the hands of American record 
executives. The other reason is that 


we've set our sights on Europe and 


America as well as Japan; some of 
the other bands you’ve mentioned 


are happy just playing around 
Japan. The idea of learning English 
and winning over new fans scares 
them a little. It certainly has scared 
us a bit. 


HP: Are you concerned that your 
fans in Japan will be offended that 
you’re now spending so much time 
in America? 

MN: Before we left to come over 
here a number of our fans came up 
to us and begged us to forget about 
America and stay in Japan. They 
didn’t want us to start singing in 
English. | can understand their 
feelings, but | don’t think they’d 
want us to stop growing, and that’s 
what staying in Japan would mean 
at this point. There just aren’t that 
many places to play there, and after 
a while you begin to stagnate. 


HP: You had four albums out prior 


| 


to Thunder In The East, and all of 
those were sung in Japanese. Did 
you find making the transition to 
English difficult? 

MN: Of course, we’re much more 
comfortable writing and singing in 
our native language, but English is 
the language of rock and roll, and 
for some reason songs sound better 
when they are sung in English. 
We're very proud of the earlier 
albums, and we think that American 
rock fans would enjoy them no 
matter what language we sang in, 
but we knew to be successful 
outside of Japan we would have to 
sing in English. 


HP: You recorded Thunder In The 
East in Los Angeles. With so many 
great studios in Japan why did you 
record the album in America? 

MN: We wanted to get a slightly 
different sound on the album, and 
the way for us to do that was to 
record the album in America. That 
way we could draw on some new 
influences and really feel like we’re 
part of the U.S. rock scene. We're 
very glad we did that because we 
were able to achieve things we 
never would have accomplished if 
we had stayed in Japan. 


HP: You've chosen an unusual tour 
approach. Instead of becoming an 
opening act and playing for 40 
minutes on a major tour, you've 
opted to headline your own club 
tour. What made you decide this? 
MN: We wanted to know that the 
people who were coming to the 
shows were coming to see us. And 
we have more control of what’s 
happening to our career if we’re in 
the headlining position. There is

certainly nothing wrong with being 
an opening act, and perhaps we'll 
do that on a later tour, but right 
now we wanted to be in close touch 
with the American people and the 
best way for us to do that was by 
playing in smaller halls. 


HP: What have you noticed to be 
the biggest difference between fans 
in America and Japan? 

MN: The people in Japan are much 
quieter and more reserved — 
especially the women. Here, the 
girls will come up to you after the 
show and ask you to go to a club 
with them. In Japan, women would 
never do that. | like the way it is in 
America very much. The other big 
difference is when you look out at 
the audience. In Japan, everyone 
has black hair and dark eyes. In 
America there are so many colors. | 
especially like looking out and 
seeing all the blond hair and blue 
eyes. 


HP: Does it bother you that most of 
the press attention so far has been 
centered on Akira Takasaki’s guitar 
playing? 

MN: Not at all, because his sound is 
so central to what Loudness is 
trying to do. Any one of us would 
tell you that the success of the 
band is more important than any 
individual type of stardom we can 
achieve, but any extra attention we 
can get can only help us.

HP: Do you feel Loudness has 
maintained any distinctly Japanese 
qualities in your music, or are you 
simply following the path blazed by 
British and American hard rock 
acts? 

MN: We definitely have some 
traditional Japanese elements. Of 
course, the basic music we play is 
rock and roll, and that has its roots 
in America and Europe, but we’ve 
been able to bring in things that 
we've grown up with. We are 
Japanese, so the music must reflect 
that to some extent. 


HP: Who were the groups that you 
listened to when you were first 
getting into rock? 

MN: Everyone from the Beatles to 
Led Zeppelin. | imagine | listened to 
the same bands as a kid growing up 
in London or New York. All the 
albums were available in Japan, so 
there was no trouble hearing music 
either at home or on the radio. 


HP: What would you like to see 
Loudness achieve over the next 
year? 

MN: Of course, | would like to see 
our album continue to do very well, 
and | would like to keep playing on 
the road. But the biggest thing | 
would want would be for us to be 
recognized as a good rock and roll 
band. If we can do that, we’ll have a 
wonderful foundation to build on in 
the future.O 
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German-American Partnership Yields 
Big Dividends.

“We are just beginning now,’ declared Stone 
Fury’'s Lenny Wolf as he cocked’ his head — 
allowing his crown of blond hair to catch the 
sunlight streaming through the window. ‘The 
first single, Break Down The Wall, was just to get 
our name out there. But, the album is beginning 
now; at least our record company just told us 
that.” 

Oh, the awkward situations a young band can 
find themselves in. Granted, an occasional 
group, such as Ratt, take off immediately, but 
most freshly signed groups need time to devise a 
game plan and wait for the commercial buzz to 
start. And, for German-born vocalist Wolf and 
U.S. natives Bruce Gowdy (guitars) and Rick 
Wilson (bass), the plan of attack has been 
designed by the band’s management and their 
record company. 

“If the people you work with don't care about 
you, then you really have a bad situation,” 


observed Wolf, whose singing voice has been 
compared to Robert Plant's. ‘In our case we have 
a friendship with the label. It really helps, 
especially when youre trying to break through. 
You need people who believe very much in what 
you're doing and are willing to support you with 
the right amount of money. Sometimes it takes a 
long time and a lot of money to make things 
happen.” 

Things have been happening for Stone Fury, 
but they're not happening overnight. Their first 
LP, Burns Like A Star, is a collection of 9 mildly 
metallic tunes — featuring some nice guitar 
work, courtesy of Gowdy. The unquestioned star 
of the show, however, is Wolf's harsh, yet 
appealing vocal style. 

““Lenny’s what I’ve been looking for,’ 
explained Gowdy. ‘I’ve played with musicians 
where the chemistry is right, but it's never been 
that way with a singer before. | have a strong 


belief in how a guy should sing. I’ve worked with 
some really smooth singers, and | always want to 
say, ‘Can you eat some glass?’ | like that rough, 
bluesy sound.” 

The saga of Stone Fury began in January, 
1984, when a demo tape made by Wolf's 
Hamburg, Germany-based band, Funhouse, 
made its way to America. It got picked up by 
Marty Wolff (who is now Stone Fury’s manager). 
He was instantly attracted to Lenny’s vocal 
abilities and asked him to come to the U.S. to 
record a demo tape with Gowdy. 

‘When | came over, | didn’t speak any 
English,” recalled Lenny. ‘So Bruce and | 
communicated with our hands and feet and a lot 
of ‘Ya. Ya.’ Actually, the only language we spoke 
was music.” > 

After the duo wrote and recorded two songs, 
Life ls Too Lonely and Tease, Lenny flew back to 
Germany with little more than a West Coast tan 
— he assumed that was the end of his American 
singing career. But within three weeks he 
received a return plane ticket — he and Gowdy 
had been signed to MCA Records on the basis of 
their demo. Stone Fury was born. 

Today, the future of Stone Fury lies not just in 
the abilities of the musicians involved, but also in 
the hands of the record label. 

“When we will record our next LP is totally 
open right now,” stated Lenny. ‘‘It really depends 
on our next single. If it is a big smash we will go 
on tour for nine months. If the single doesn’t do 
shit, then we will put out another single or cut the 
next album. We can't say right now, it's up to the 
record company.’ 

“Our game plan is for the single to go over so 
we can go on the road,” elaborated Bruce. ‘If 
not, we're planning to have at least 20 songs 
ready for our second album. We're prepared any 
which way it happens. You've got to be smart 
about it. If you're just drinking and not worrying 
about it, your career can go down in two seconds.

“We enjoy what we do, so why should we 
take a great deal of time off?’ Schenker 
asked. ‘Playing music isn't work to us. | can't 
think of any aspect of rock and roll we don't 
totally enjoy. We love writing, recording and 
touring. About the only thing I've found less 
than thrilling was listening to so many 
versions of the same song for our live album. 
That was a little boring, but still fun. If we 
take time off, we find that we sit around the 
house, do the laundry and mow the lawn. 
Honestly, what would you rather do, play 
guitar on stage in front of thousands of fans 
or wash the laundry?” 

Schenker reports that work on the band’s 
new studio LP is “moving along at a typical 
pace’ with scratch tracks for five tunes 
already completed, and work on 10 others 
underway. This abundance of material stems 
from the fact that virtually all of the 
Scorpions’ members write songs and submit 
them for possible inclusion on an album. 
Drummer Herman Rarebell explains the band’s 
creative process. 

“Usually Klaus and Rudy work together,’ he 
said. ‘They have a natural affinity for one 
another since they've been working together for 
so long. The rest of us tend to work on our own. | 
write a great deal of material, and when | have 
some songs that fit the Scorpions’ mold, | give 
them to the band. | tend to write in a blusier 
direction than Klaus and Rudy do,.and some of 
my songs really aren't right for Klaus’ voice. 
That's why | wouldn't mind singing one or two 
tracks on the next album. If | can’t do that, I'll just 
save the songs the band doesn’t want for my next 
solo record.” 

Rarebell’s first solo project, Herman Ze 
German, which features a vast array of guest 
artists including vocalists Don Dokken and 
Steve Marriott, represents the first attempt by 
any Scorpions’ member to go the solo route. 
Rather than indicating any dissatisfaction with 
the band’s direction, however, Rarebell insists 
that his solo venture is designed only to show 
another facet of his musical skills. 

“Every time anyone hears that a musician 
in a well-known band is doing a solo record 
they immediately start saying, ‘Uh oh, that 
band’s got problems.’ It’s not true at all. The 
Scorpions are always number one with me. 
The band is my baby. My solo record was just 
my chance to get together with some friends 
and have some fun. | want to keep doing 
those records, but we'll have to wait and see. 
| don't even know how the rest of the band 
feels about it.” 

The rest of the Scorps — Meine, Schenker, 
guitarist Matthias Jabs and bassist Francis 
Buchholz — are far too busy at the moment 
to even give Herman’s new venture a second 
thought. While Rudy dismissed the album with 
a quick, “l always wish Herman the best of 
luck with whatever he does,” it seems that 
the group has little worry about internal 
dissension or a slightly egotistical drummer 
trying his own thing. 

“The solo project Herman did didn't 
interfere with the Scorpions in any way,” 
Meine explained. “He did most of the work 
on that record a few years ago, so just 
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because it’s coming out now doesn’t mean 
he’s been spending a great deal of time with 
it. He didn’t miss any rehearsals and he 
surely didn’t miss any concerts, so why should 
we care what he does with his spare time? | 
can understand some of Herman’s frustration. 
After all, he’s a very talented and creative 
man, and in the Scorpions, Rudolf and | tend 
to dominate most of the writing on the 
albums.” 

While the band has no intention of 
releasing their next studio album before 
November, they want to get recording out of 
the way as quickly as possible so they 
can turn their attentions to planning their next 


concert spectacular. Last year’s Love At First 
Sting tour grossed an estimated $10 million 
for the band, and to compete successfully in 
today’s hard rock market, the Scorps know 
each tour must be bigger and better than its 
predecessor. 

“We always want to top ourselves,” Meine 
said. “We spend a great deal of time with 
our lighting men and technicians working out 
new stage designs and concert tricks. We 
were very pleased with the last tour and we 
did very little to change it from the time we 
first went on the road. That was because we 
had worked out virtually all of the details 
before we left home.” 

Some things the band cannot plan for 
before they hit the road are the variety of 
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experiences they have while touring the 
highways and byways of the world. Always a 
band that enjoys a good time, Rarebell was 
glad to report one of the ‘more printable” 
highlights from the group's last road sojourn. 

“We were playing in Spain — | think it 
was Madrid,” he said with a smile. “For some 
reason it's very hard to find women in Spain. 
Some countries you can't even leave your 
hotel room because of all the girls who are 
roaming through the hotel trying to find you. 
In Spain, you really have to go out looking. 
Well, after a few hours of walking all over 
town with one of our road crew, we finally 
found two senoritas who, shall we say, were 
quite receptive to our advances. | took my 
new-found friend back to my hotel room, and 
when | opened the door | was shocked to see 
that all the furniture — the bed, the dresser, 
everything — had been taken out. The room 
was totally empty. 

“Immediately | pounded on Rudy's door,” 
he added. “He's the only one who would pull 
a trick like that. After | had pounded on the 
door for a few minutes, he opened it up with 
this very innocent look on his face and said, 
‘Hello Herman, what's new?’ By this time |! 
was getting quite mad. After all, | had worked 
very hard to get this girl back to my hotel 
room, and to find that the bed had been 
removed was very annoying. Finally | heard 
the rest of the band laughing, and when Rudy 
fully opened his door | saw the furniture 
there. They helped me put it back, and 
everything worked out fine, but that’s the kind 
of thing you have to put up with all the time 
with the Scorpions. We love playing jokes on 
one another. We're just five wild and crazy 
guys. O

e all know Nikki Sixx, the notorious bassman and the brains — if that is what one wishes 
to call them — behind Motley Crue. And, of course, by now we're on intimate terms with 
Vince Neil, the Crue's infamous, flaxen-haired, lead vocalist. They're in the press often 
enough, too often, in fact, according to some Hit Parader readers. But what about drummer Tommy Lee and 
guitarist Mick Mars? Yeah, yeah, Tommy's tall and thin, his nickname ts T-Bone and he’s got a tattoo of Mighty 
Mouse clutching drumsticks on his right shoulder. Mick likes to wear dark shades (even at night), has a tattoo of 
a flaming guitar on his left arm and his father’s a preacher. But what is this diabolical duo really like? 
First off, the pair make 
a great comedy team — 
Tommy's the eternal naughty 
schoolboy and Mick's a 
natural-born cynic — and 
they can leave you rolling 
on the floor with laughter 
because of their road tales. 
Hit Parader recently met 
with this terrible twosome at 
L.A.’s renowned Pasha 
Studios, where Tommy was 
busy laying down the drum 
tracks for the Crue’s latest 
opus, Theater Of Pain. 


Hit Parader: Theater Of Pain is 
a more confident sounding album 
than your previous two.

It's a 
really cool style — bluesy rock and 
roll — it’s good, it's hard and 
dancey at the same time.

So is 
the band. After being on the road 
for 13 months you naturally 
improve. Everyone, individually as 
musicians, has just gotten 10 times 
better.

TL: Sometimes Mick will bellow 
down massive amounts of wine 
until he’s just about out of it and go, 
“Mrghhhhhhhhh!”’ and come up 
with some unreal shit.

because it was just out of the blue. 
For me, if | get that way the tempo 
on the drums gets like, ‘‘Da-do-daa- 
daaa-dooooo.”

In the continuing evolution of rock and roll, new musical forms come and go with 
alarming rapidity. Even in the seemingly stagnant world of heavy metal, change 
continues to take place. Take, for example, the band Raven, a maniacal British power 
trio who have invented a genre all their own — Athletic Metal. With a stage show that 
features a helmeted drummer — appropriately named Wacko — who often tackles the 
group’s stage amps in the finest Dick Butkis tradition; plus a bassist and guitarist who 
end the evening by smashing their instruments to smithereens, Raven have brought a 
new vitality and excitement to the world of heavy metal. Recently, we had the chance 
to talk to the band’s driving forces, brothers Mark (guitar) and John (bass) Gallagher 
about what drives Raven to be one of the most crazed and powerful bands ever to hit 


viction — and Raven is it. The time 
has passed for bands that are con- 
trolled only by money. We want to 
make money too, but we want to do 
it by playing the best music in the 
world. 


John Gallagher: It seems a lot of 
bands around today have been cut 
out of some giant mold. Ravenis the 
band that breaks all the molds. 
There’s no band like us. That’s why 
the press has shown a great deal of 
interest in us. 


HP: You talk of Raven being special, 
but what does this band do that all 
the other groups are not doing? 

JG: We’re not putting on leather 
because it’s what’s hot now, and 
we're not playing metal because it’s 
the “in” thing to do. We live, breathe 
and eat metal and that comes across 
in our music. It’s real heavy metal 
not that watered down variety that 
some people seem to favor so much. 
MG: We're always trying to grow and 
be as innovative as possible. On 
Stay Hard we've expanded our 
sound a little and even brought in 
some relatively quiet moments on 
songs like Pray For The Sun. We're 
never content to rely on a formula to 
succeed. If something proves to be 
successful for us, we’re just as likely 
to throw it out the next time we 
record and not use that style again. 
That way we keep sounding fresh. 


HP: Since the “athletic metal” music 
you play isn’t going to receive much 
radio attention, how do you hope to 
_ reach the metal masses? 

MG: By touring our asses off, that’s 
how! We did some groundwork in 
America last year by playing a lot of 
clubs. This time we’re probably 
going to try and play more halls in 
the 3,000 to 5,000 seat area. We have 
a totally incredible stage setup this 
time, and we’re acting crazier than 
ever. We’ve been cracking beer 
bottles over Wacko’s head at the end 
of the set, and I’ve been smashing up 
so many guitars that the guitar 
roadies are going a bit crazy. | went 
so over the top the other night that | 


smashed one of my favorite guitars 
and threw it into the crowd. The 
roadies came out to tell me that | 
didn’t have any guitars left — | had 
destroyed them all. So John took a 
five minute bass solo while we went 
backstage and tried to put a guitar 
together from all the spare parts | 
had sitting around. 


HP: Wouldn't it be easier for you to 
go out as an opening act and play 
the 20,000 seat halls? 

JG: Sure it would be easier, but 
nobody really wants us to open for 
them. We had the chance to tour 
with Ratt last year. They agreed to 
let us use all our gear and play our 
whole set, but then they came and 
saw us play, and we were off the tour 
very quickly. A band sees the energy 
we put into our show and it scares 
them off. They don’t want the com- 
petition. It’s really sad when some 
bands don't have the guts to give us 
a chance, but that’s the way it is.

MG:We'll play those 20,000 seat 
halls someday — but we'll be the 
headliners when we do it.

“If Motley Crue is this generation’s 
Kiss, then we are this generation’s 
Alice Cooper,” once declared W/A.S.P.’s 
main demon, Blackie Lawless. 

If you thought outlandish bands like 
WA.S.P., Motley Crue and Twisted 
Sister were originals, think again. They, 
and numerous other metal maniacs — 
including the inimitable Ozzy Osbourne 
— were inspired by none other than 
Alice Cooper. 

Back in the early ‘70s, when bands 
frequently went on stage and just 
played music — they didn’t think about 
Stage sets, lighting or choreography 
the way they do now — Alice Cooper 
was an act that was totally 
extraordinary. Cooper (born Vincent 
Furnier) brought theatrics into rock and 
roll. During concerts he would simulate 
executions, chop up baby dolls, climb 
on huge spider webs while wearing 
makeup, ripped clothing and holding 
aloft a live boa constrictor. Some 
people thought the man was a genius, 
others dubbed him as “sick.” 

“If you're in the middle, you might 
as well not be there,” cited Cooper. 
“When we first started out ini968 we 
could clean out a place of 6,000 
people in the space of four songs —so 
that there were maybe 10 people left. 
We realized that all you had to do was 
take that negative energy and turn it 
around — then you realize the power 
you have.” 

Cooper was able to turn that energy 
around in the first half of the “70s. He 
became one of the big names in rock 
— along with other flamboyant 
personalities such as Elton John and 
David Bowie. At that point in time, 
Outrage was rock’s stock in trade, but 
Alice visually and musically beat them 
all. His albums of the period; Killer, 
School's Out (that disc came 
surrounded by a pair of girl's 
underwear) and Billion Dollar 
Babies, were metallic, yet tuneful 
explorations into the slightly twisted 
side of life. And if you liked things 
slightly bent, you had only one musical 
choice — Alice Cooper. 

“| looked for a place that needed to 
be filled,” explained Cooper. “There's 
always been a need for someone like 
me with my sense of humor and my 
ability to handle the stage. I’ve never 
heard anybody compare me to 
anybody.” 

But the Alice Cooper phenomenon 
did not last long. His music had never 
been his strongest point (in the late 
‘60s his group was dubbed the worst 
band on the LA. circuit) and his 
theatrical novelty soon began to wear 
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Alice Cooper: “! took all the negative energy of rock and turned it around.” 


thin. To add to this dilemma, Cooper 
got hooked on the rock and roll 
lifestyle; his diet often consisted of 
nothing more than junk food and beer. 
He muddled on for a few years in this 
State — achieving some Top 40 success 
with ballads like Only Women Bleed, 
but he received little artistic 
recognition. His drinking worsened. By 
1978, Cooper had gotten totally lost 
and committed himself to a psychiatric 
hospital for treatment of alcoholism. 
“Drinking started out being my 
attempt to be just one of the guys, 
drinking, drinking, drinking. | didn’t 
realize that the fun part of it had 
suddenly become the gasoline to make 
it work. If you can drink and have fun, 
then you're not an alcoholic. But if you 
have to drink to have fun, then you've 
lost it. That's what happened to me.” 


Since his rehabilitation, Cooper has 
made attempts at recapturing his 
stardom. Unfortunately, there were 
others in his path who were younger, 
more talented and better marketed. 
They had learned from Alice and 
expanded on his bizarre approach. But, 
Cooper had become a personality, and 
he made the most of this quality by 
playing Las Vegas lounges and making 
guest appearances on the TV game 
show Hollywood Squares. 

It is rumored that Alice Cooper will 
again be trying to make a comeback in 
the near future. Shock rock has 
returned to popularity via bands such 
as WA.S.P. and Twisted Sister, so it 
may again be Cooper's time. Alice 
Cooper, the godfather of macabre 
metal, may just return to show this 
generation a trick or two.0

Legendary Unit Reforms With New Drummer But 
same Distinctive Sound.

Back in the mid-1970s, the mere mention of 
the initials ELP was enough to send many rock 
fans into a state of ecstasy and most rock critics 
into hiding. Few bands in rock history have 
generated the response — both positive and 
negative — of ELP, and with a new version of the 
legendary trio recently unleashed upon the 
unsuspecting rock masses, a new flood of press 
hype and hyperbole is surely destined to be 
heading our way. Such facts do little to disturb 
the serene countenances of Messrs. Keith 
Emerson, Greg Lake and Cozy Powell — the 
ringleaders behind ELP’s sudden, and un- 
expected re-emergence. 

Yes, it has been nearly a decade since the 
glory days of ELP; days when albums such as 
Tarkus and Brain Salad Surgery sold in the 
millions and transformed the band’s three 
members (then including current Asia drummer 
Carl Palmer) into instant millionaires. Yet, the 
intervening years have not been particularly kind 
to Emerson and Lake in an artistic and financial 
sense. With such bands as Yes and Deep Purple 
proving that reunions can be profitable in both a 
commercial and artistic manner, the time 
seemed right to bring that ancient rock warrior, 
ELP, out of mothballs. 

“ELP was a band for the ages,’ Lake stated. “'! 
don't think we were ever tied to a particular era 
or sound. We covered a very broad range. We 
were doing pop ballads like Lucky Man and all- 
out show stoppers like Pictures At An Exhibition. 
People tried to label us as ‘techno rock’ or ‘art 
rock,’ but | think we managed to defy easy 
classification. That's what made ELP a very 
special group.” 

Despite the band’s undeniable skills and a 
five-year period of success where ELP sold 
millions of albums and headlined mammoth 
arenas throughout the world, the band’s creative 
juices had apparently run dry by 1975. Emerson 
seemed more interested in his vast collection of 
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E.G. Management Ltd.

motorbikes than his infamous keyboard stabbing 
stage theatrics. Lake seemed determined to 
polish his pop stylings in a solo career. For years 
after the band’s demise in 1979 it seemed that 
the members of ELP had dropped off the face of 
the earth. 

Except for a few movie soundtracks that never 
saw the light of day on this side of the Atlantic, 
Emerson seemed to intentionally steer clear of 
the rock scene. Lake’s solo career met with a 
mixed response at best. His two solo LPs, which 
featured an array of guest star sidemen, explored 
the softer side of the ELP song spectrum, leaving 
the band’s millions of fans wondering what 
happened to the group's rock and roll magic. Only 
Carl Palmer continued ELP’s string of success as 
he shifted his mammoth drum kit to Asia, lending 
his sonic wallop to that band’s progressive rock 
sound. 

“| think we were all a bit tired out after ELP 
finished its run at the top,” Lake stated. ‘You've 
got to realize that for a three-year period we 
were one of the hardest working bands in the 
world. If we weren't on tour we were in the 
studio. It was a hectic lifestyle but it was quite 
rewarding on a number of levels. But you do burn 
out. No matter how much you enjoy things, you 
can grow tired of it.” 

With Emerson and Lake adding a new ‘'P”’ to 
the group's lineup in the guise of former 
Rainbow, Jeff Beck Group and Whitesnake 
drummer Cozy Powell, it seems that ELP is once 
again prepared to sail to the top of the rock 
world. While musical tastes have changed a bit 
since the band’s halcyon days over a decade ago, 
the trio believes their special blend of concert 
antics, instrumental artistry and songwriting 
talent will once again lure fans to the group's 
musical camp. 

The seeds for the reformation of ELP stretch 
back a number of years to when Lake, needing a 
touring band to support his solo ventures, 
inquired as to whether Emerson would have any 
interest in joining him on the road. At that time 
the lanky keyboardist had no desire to leave his

group.

palatial English home, but an important line of 
communication had been opened. As Lake's solo 
career floundered, and Emerson's desire to whip 
out his synthesizers grew, the pair began making 
tentative plans to work together again. 


When their initial attempts to lure Palmer 
away from Asia proved fruitless, they began a 
search for another drummer — one that could 
not ony support the band’s volcanic sound, but 
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Greg Lake: “ELP was never tied to a particular era or sound.” 
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supply the band with the all important letter “’P’’. 
“Please, don't say that,’ Lake said with a laugh. 
“People will believe that we honestly went out 
looking for a drummer whose name began with 
the letter P. Nothing could be further from the 
truth.” 

Finally, after rehearsals with the likes of Bill 
Bruford proved unsatisfactory, the band con- 
tacted Powell, who had just returned from a 
world tour with Whitesnake. Though the 
drummer believed that the Snake was on the 
verge of international superstardom, the chance 
to strut his stuff in one of rock's all time classic 
instrumental bands proved to be too much of a 
lure for rock's ultimate “have sticks, will travel’ 
drummer. 

“I'm not happy that Whitesnake cut my drum 
solo out of some of the gigs,’ Powell said shortly 
before leaving the band. “We're playing nearly 
an hour and a half. Can't they give me a shot? | 
love the guys, and the music, but | do feel the 
need to step out a little.” 

Powell surely has gotten his chance to shine 
with ELP. Soon after their formation last 
February, the band sojourned into the studio to 
begin work on their ‘debut’ LP, a disc which 
shows the band to be in vintage form. As soon as 
they finished recording the album, the group 
began making preparations for their first world 
tour, something that had Lake particularly 
excited. 

“ELP has always been a live band,’ he said. 
“Our best work was always done on stage. We 
were ahead of our time in terms of stage shows, 
and | guess we have a bit of catching up to do. 
We want to have this project looked at as 
something new and fresh, but we know that there 
will be many who view it as a continuation of 
what we've done before. For those people, | want 
to add to that legacy, and we'll do everything in 
our power to make sure we do.’ O

Each month Hit Parader takes 
rock’s top performers out to 
lunch to discover if food does 
indeed make the man.

The name Out To Lunch was given 
to Hit Parader by the members of 
Krokus. Vocalist Marc Storace and 
guitarist Fernando Von Arb were 
doing promotional commercials for 
Hit Parader’s Heavy Metal Heroes TV 
show, something every artist does at 
the end of one of our on-camera 
interviews. Well, Marc and Fernando 
ran through the commercials just 
beautifully and then concluded every- 
thing by going, ‘“We’re Krokus and 
we're out to lunch.” 

Anyway, that was last summer, just 
before Storace, Von Arb, guitarist 
Mark Kohler, drummer Jeff Klaven 
and bassist Andy Tanas began their 
American tour. When this interview 
was conducted, it was six months 
later, and the quintet was just finish- 
ing up their road jaunt in support of 
their most recent release, The Blitz 
—the most successful LP in their 
history. 


Whatare you going to do when you 
finally get off the road? 
Marc Storace: Relax and regain my 
sanity. 
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Mark Kohler: |’m just going to try and 
stay away from the rock scene as 
much as possible. | need to get some 
distance from it and get influenced by 
different stuff in order to clear my 
brain. 

Fernando Von Arb: I’m going back to 
studying the martial arts. It is my most 
relaxed state. I’m a very hyper person 
and | can think more clearly when | 
get my ass kicked really badly by the 
teacher. When he forces you to drop, 
give him 50 push-ups and lick the 
floor, you hate it. But after that you 
feel very powerful — that’s the good 
thing about relaxing. The other thing 
is that | can just stare at the mountains 
of Switzerland and think. Everybody 
has a different way of relaxing. 

MK: | prefer to sleep. 

Andy Tanas: | sleep for the first 
couple of days. Then | call my friends, 
go out and start seeing bands — 
having good, old fashioned fun. 
MS: I’m going to visit friends that | 
haven't seen for a while and I'll visit 
old places that I’ve lived. It will be fun 
to retrace my steps. | will also do 
some horseback riding, swimming 
and walking through the woods. I’m 
just going to hang out... 

MK: ...and get back to living again. | 
can’t wait to have some of mother’s 
home cooking. I’m going to walk into 
my parent’s place and eat as muchas | 
can for the next couple of months.

One would be hard pressed to name a rock and roll artist more dependent on his 
visual presentation than Ozzy Osbourne. Since his earliest days with Black Sabbath, 
the Oz has realized that there’s more to being a successful rock and roll act than just 
music. Today, as the role of video continues to increase, Osbourne is at the forefront 
of the form’s evolution, making some of the most inventive and expensive clips in the 
history of rock and roll. Recently we had the chance to talk to Ozzy about his attitude 


towards the video phenomenon and rock and roll in general. 


Hit Parader: How important do 
you think video channels like 
MTV have been in establishing 
your solo career? 

Ozzy Osbourne: It's hard to say. 
My solo career started before 
MTV was on the air, and | never 
made clips for my most 
successful solo LPs. But | do 
realize the importance of video, 
and I'm sure I'll be using the 
form a great deal in the future. 


HP: You've done everything from 
live clips to very elaborate 
production numbers. Which do 
you prefer? 

OO: The in concert clips you 
refer to were done for the Speak 
Of The Devil LP, which was a 
live album. We weren't concerned 
with anything more than just 
trying to capture two of the 
songs — /ron Man and Paranoid 
— on film so we could promote 
the album. | doubt if I'll ever do 
anything like that again. | enjoy 
the planning and work that goes 
into making a clip like So Jired. 
It was fun to change characters 
and try acting. It’s not that 
different from what you have to 
do every night when you're on 
tour, except that you can work 
with a little more subtlety. 


HP: Subtlety? That's a word one 
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wouldn't expect to hear coming 
out of your mouth. 

00: (Laughs.) That doesn’t mean 
the music has subtlety — even 
though in the case of So Jired it 
did. When you're on stage, you 
have to magnify your motions so 
much that you're acting bigger 
than life. It's part of the magic of 
rock and roll. But when you're 
working on a video you have the 
time to do something with a little 
more imagination. 


HP: Who comes up with the 
ideas for your videos? For 
instance, whose idea was it to 
transform you into a werewolf for 
the Bark At The Moon clip? 

00: Actually it was my wife 
Sharon's idea. She came up with 
the whole concept for Bark At 
The Moon even before | wrote 
the song, and she worked out the 
details of the costume with some 
of the best costume designers in 
England. They charged us some 
ridiculous sum for making the 
costume — | guess they figured 
rock stars are loaded with money 
— but the results we got were 
worth it. 


HP: Didn't you want to take the 
costume you used in the video on 
tour with you last year? 

00: Yes, but when | found out 


that there was no easy way to 
put it on and take it off, there 
became no practical way of using 
it on the road. | couldn't take an 
hour between the end of the set 


and the encore to put it on, could 
? 


HP: What about the clips for 
your new album, The Ultimate 
Sin? 

OO: I'd like to make two or three 
clips for this album. | already 
have some very good ideas and 
Sharon does as well. We'll 
probably do one for the title song 
which willl incorporate footage 
from various atrocities — like 
atomic detonations — along with 
some shots of me, which you 
could say would rank as another 
atrocity. 


HP: Why does it seem like 
there's a great deal more 
political content on the new 
album? That's an area you've 
avoided in the past. 

OO: There's not a lot of politics 
on the album. Even the subject of 
nuclear war is touched upon only 
in passing. There are no direct 
references to nuclear holocausts 
in any of the lyrics. | don't want 
my music to be too political; 
that’s not my thing at all. | don't 
want to sound like I'm preaching

to the kids so they'll turn around 
and say, “That Ozzy, he’s 
beginning to sound just like my 
old man.” 


HP: You have changed over the 
last year. You've tried to give up 
drinking, and you seem more 
serious than ever about your 
music. Why is that? 

00: I've always been serious 
about my music, but this time I'm 
trying to stay sober enough to

give the music the effort it 
deserves. | haven't given up 
drinking for the music, | did it for 
my health. | was on the verge of 
totally falling apart. | hated 
myself, and | realized that unless 
| did something drastic, | was 


going to end up killing myself or 
someone else. 


HP: Is it safe to assume that the 
days of the bat biting, head 
shaving Ozzy are past? 


00: | don’t know. I'm a very 
unpredictable person, and I'm 
liable to go off the deep end at 
any moment. | admit that some 
of the things | did were done 
either for publicity purposes or 
because | was so drunk at the 
time | didn’t know what | was 
doing. But that side of me is still 
there. That dark side is very 
much alive. | try to make sure it 
comes across in the music more 
than in my personal life, but |

sometimes don't have control 
over that. 


HP: Ozzy, what's left for you to 
accomplish? 

OO: | never think of that. My 
new attitude is to take each day 
and make the most of it. | try not 
to think about next week or next 
year. I'm a very lucky man 
because | have people around me 
who care about me and what | 
do, and | want to give everything

| can to them. | Aave changed in 
that one way. Only last year | 
was always concerned about the 
future and when everything would 
fall apart. That was because | 
was worried about falling apart 
myself. Now that | have more 
control over myself and my life, 
it's not a major concern. | just 
want to see my daughters grow 
up and enjoy every day of my life 
to the fullest.

San Francisco Rockers Explain The Mysteries of 7 Wishes.

“Picture this,” shouts Night Ranger's 
effervescent bassist/vocalist Jack Blades as 
he explains the concept that led to the 
making of the video for the group's recent hit, 
7 Wishes. “| had this vision one night of a 
genie 30-feet high coming out of this magic 
bottle. | couldn't get the idea out of my head. 
| kept picturing someone like Dom DeLuise 
coming out of that bottle and granting us all 
our fondest wishes. For Jeff Watson it would 
be a Marshall stack 50-feet high. For Brad 
Gillis a harem of beautiful slave girls. I'm the 
sensible one in the group — | just wanted a 
lower mortgage rate on my house.” 

One would be hard pressed to find five 
more fun-loving guys than the musicians who 
comprise Night Ranger. When one meets 
them, a fact that becomes immediately clear 
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is that this group of San Francisco natives 
love what they do — and they love each 
other even more. 

“Hey don't tell everyone that we love each 
other,” joked drummer/vocalist Kelly Keagy. 
“They'll think we're ‘pump buddies,’ or 
something. You know this business; you tell 
people that some guys from San Francisco 
like one another, the next thing you know 
someone in the media has them sharing a 
house in Alameda.” 

With their infectious sense of humor, and 
devil may care attitude toward themselves 
and the industry they are part of, Night 
Ranger is something of a rock and roll 
anachronism, a band that has reached the top 
of their profession while sacrificing little of 
their inherent charm and style. No better 
example can be given than 7 Wishes, an 
album that firmly establishes the quartet as

one of America’s great rock and roll 
resources. By blending an unerring pop 
sensibility with a hard edged metallic attitude, 
the band has managed to create a sound that 
makes them totally unique — a quality rarely 
found in today’s music world. 

“We've never been the type of band to sit 
down and analyze what we do,” Blades said. 
“| made the mistake of doing that after we 
got off the road this time. | sat down and 
started thinking very logically, ‘Well, the last 
album, Midnight Madness, sold two million 
copies and yielded three hit singles.’ | smiled 
to myself about that, then suddenly | 
panicked. What the hell were we going to do 
next? How were we going to match what that 
record had done? | was ready to write off our 
career right then. 

“That's when an old friend came to the 
rescue, Jack added in his best game show

host voice. ‘| was speaking to Billy Gibbons 
from ZZ Top on the phone one day and | said 
to him, ‘Man, I'm having a problem with the 
new album. It scares me.’ | assumed Billy was 
having the same problem because he was 
about to go into the studio to start working 
on the followup to Eliminator, which had done 
something like five million units. | figured 
he'd be freaking out like | was. But Billy said 
to me, ‘Jack, just go in and do what you do 
best. It worked last time, it'll work again.’ 
That really opened my eyes. From then on 


working on this album was easy for me.” 
Even at his bleakest moment, however, 
Blades realized he had plenty of help in the 
Night Ranger camp. If ever a band could be 
called a pure democracy, Night Ranger is it. 
After all, any group that allows its drummer 
to sit at the front of the stage and sing lead 
is not a band with an ego problem. Everyone 
shares the work load evenly: writing the 
songs, overdubbing in the studio and working 
on tour plans. It's a system-that could tear 
other bands asunder, but for Night Ranger, it 


works like a charm. 

“The strength of this band is that we don't 
have any big egos to feed, and that we're all 
very willing to contribute in any way 
possible,’ Keagy explained. ‘‘If | write a song 
that Jack will be able to sing better than | 
will, | ask him to do it. It's the same for him. 
We don't believe just because you write 
something that gives you the right to control 
the number's entire production. I'll never 
speak to Brad or Jeff and tell them what kind 
of solo to play on a song just because | wrote 
it. That would be crazy. | sing a song because 
it fits my voice better than Jack's.” 

“Yeah, and | sing them because | can 
make the girls’ panties wet by just looking at 
them,” the impish Blades quickly added. ‘‘I'm 
the band’s sex symbol — at least | want to 
be (laughs). The truth is that we all have a 
puppy dog appeal. We're the kind of guys you 
want to take home to mom and dad, but 
were not the kind of guys who you'd expect 
to try to get you back to our hotel room. 
That's something that works to our advantage 
— just ask Brad.” 

Still, despite their apparent internal 
harmony, all is not paradise. The members of 
Night Ranger have had to face charges that 
their sweet harmonies and melodic metal 
approach is too calculatedly designed for 
success. While none of the band’s members 
will deny that they want to make as much 
money as possible, they are all quick to add 
that the quality of their music remains their 
highest priority. 

“Just look at the progress we've made 
over the three albums we've done,’ Gillis 
said. ‘Each has been a definite step ahead 
for us in every way. The songs have been 
better and so has the playing. Those facts 
have been reflected in the sales figures. 
That's why I'd be disappointed if 7 Wishes 
didn't go through the roof. The songs are 
incredible. | don’t mean that to sound too 
pompous, it’s just the truth. 7 Wishes is one 
hell of an album.” 

To support the disc, the band has already 
planned to film three videos, with the hopes 
of eventually making four or even five clips 
for the LP. As Blades explained, the band's 
creative output spills over from writing and 
recording and touches the video arena as 
well. “‘Why shouldn't we get involved with 
making our videos? | know that some artists 
just hire a big name director, then just sit 
back and let him take care of everything. We 
believe that nobody knows how to promote 
Night Ranger better than we do, so why 
shouldn't we take control. 

“It's like the video for 7 Wishes,” he 
added as his eyes lit up with excitement. ‘| 
knew what we had to do, the desert setting, 
the genie, the lamp, the whole thing. The big 
trick was convincing the record label to go for 
it. | just figured I'd put on my best business 
Suit and appeal to them on a level they'd 
understand. I'd go up to the offices and say, 
‘Guys, we've made a lot of money for you, 
and we're going to make you a lot more; just 
grant me this little wish.’ Then I'd rub the 
lamp | had hidden in my pocket and ‘poof’ the 
whole concept would instantly become a 
reality. | guess that would leave me with just 
six more wishes.” O

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Tama is certainly one of the 
world’s biggest names in drums in 
terms of respectability and 
popularity among big-name players. 
They’re right up there with the old 
faithfuls like Ludwig, Slingerland 
and Gretsch, and the more recent 
heavyweight arrivals, Yamaha and 
Pearl. Top of the line merchandise 
like those mentioned doesn’t come 
cheap — until now. Tama have 
just unveiled a new lower. price on 
one of their “starter” kits, and it's 
such a great deal that they 
couldn't do much more to improve 
it aside from giving the kits away. 

The kit receiving these accolades 
is the Tama Swingstar SS605, from 
their “Pro-Starter” budget line. It’s 
a basic five piece kit, with 22” by 
14” bass drum, 14” by 5/2” snare, 
and 12” by 8”, 13” by 9” and 16” 
by 16” tom toms. It comes with all 
the basic hardware — bass drum 
pedal, hi-hat stand, two cymbal 
stands, tom tom mount, etc. The 
snare is a metal shell model, and 
the bass and toms are constructed 
of nine ply mahogany shells, for 
strength, resonance and projection. 
It used to list for around $850 — 
your basic steal of a price for a kit 
this good, from a manufacturer this 
respected. 

Well, now Tama have slashed 
the price on the Swingstar SS605 
to under $795 list. So what have 
they cut out of the original deal to 
make it cost less? Nothing. In fact 
— in what may be the world’s 
nicest case of corporate insanity — 
they've added the model 6884 
Stagemaster boom cymbal stand, or 
more precisely replaced one of the 
traditional straight-up cymbal 
stands that originally came with 
the kit with the boom stand. Boom 
cymbal stands have been all the 
rage with pro drummers for years 
now, because with drum setups 
getting bigger and wider and 
higher and more extensive all the 
time, booms give you a lot more 
flexibility and practicality in getting 
a comfortable cymbal setup. Now, 
since this /s still a budget kit, 
comparatively speaking anyway, 
the legs on the cymbal stands are 
only single-braced instead of 
double-braced (that is, each leg of

the tripod that acts as the stand’s 
base is a single leg instead of two 
legs bolted together for added 
stability). Double-braced legs are 
more desirable, of course. But the 
fact remains that even in the lower 
priced single-braced models, Tama 
makes some of the sturdiest stuff 
around. If you keep knocking these 
cymbal stands over, you'd better 
reconsider the way you hit the 
cymbals, or the weight of your 
stick (are you using baseball bats 
or something?!?) 

The good news doesn't stop 
there. Another recent innovation in 
drum kits has been “extended 
shells.” That is, for a deeper, 
heavier sound, tom toms that 
normally measure, say, 12” by 8” 
are now made in 12” by 10” 
dimensions, or even deeper. Tama 
has also discount priced its 
Swingstar “Xtra” kit, the SS605XT,

with a 14” by 6/2” metal snare, 
and 12” by 11”, 13” by 12”, and 16” 
by 16” toms. It used to sell for 
about $950; now it lists for under 
$845! Again, all the basic 
hardware, including the one boom 
cymbal stand, is included in the 
price. 


On both kits, all drums come 
with Tama’s own dramatic looking 
black Eclipse drumheads on top 
and bottom, except the snare, 
which has a traditional coated- 
white batter head. Finish colors 
available include aspen white, 
metallic white, jet black, dark red, 
and misty chrome — a beautiful, 
brushed steel look that’s sheer 
Class. All that for around $800? No 
joke. Unbelievable is the word. For 
more info, write Tama c/o Hoshino 
USA Inc., P.O. Box 886, Bensalem, 
PA 19020.0 
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Recently, we've been covering all 
those new names on the guitar scene, 
the enterprising younger companies 
whose names don’t have venerable 
legends attached to them, like Fender 
and Gibson do. But what all these 
companies are doing, each in their 
own way, is advancing the state of the 
art in electric guitars by remaking, 
remodeling, ‘and in some cases 
rejecting rock guitar tradition. Hondo is 
one of these companies. (They've been 
covered here before, most recently 
with their welcome reissues of 
Danelectro’s classic “Longhorn” 
bodyshape with up to date electronics, 
at ridiculously affordable prices.) 
_ Hondo’s back with more creative 

knock-offs of models you may already 
know. Now, | hope | don’t anger the 
good people at Hondo with the term 
“knock-off,” and | don’t think | will 
because when | called them for info on 
their latest series of axes they were 
saying things like “This model's got a 
Rich Bitch shape, and that one’s got a 
Strat shape,” and so on. Besides, 
Hondo is doing an admirable thing: 
making quality guitars, albeit ones 
based on preexisting quality guitars, for 
fabulous prices. You could do a lot 
worse, believe me. 

Anyway, Hondo’s latest is the HKT 
series. The KT stands for “Kahler 
Tremolo,” as in the cam-operated state 
of the art locking, fine tunable tremolo 
bridge, which is standard on all axes in 
the line. List prices between $499.95 
and $524.99 are also standard 
throughout the line, which right off 
the bat makes them well worth a look 
and a listen. The H787KT has the Rich 
Bitch body and two humbucking 
pickups; the H76IKT has a Strat-style 
body with the popular pickup array of 
two single-coils and a bridge 
humbucker; the H77IKT has the same 
pickup array on a Charvel Randy 
Rhoads-style body design; and the 
H785KT has two humbuckers with coil- 
tap for single-coil sound, plus active 
electronics allowing a 3 dB boost. 

Hondo’s news for bassists is even 
‘bigger and better. They’ve teamed up 
with noted guitar designer Harry 
Fleishman to market his custom 
designed “Flash Bass.” It looks a lot 
like a Steinberger, as in no headstock 
and no body to speak of, but it has a 
rectangular frame-like structure sticking 
off the back end to give it a balance 
closer to conventional basses with 
bodies and headstocks. It also has a 
piezo-electric pickup concealed under 
its bridge as well as the visible stacked 
humbucker. The control knobs are 
located on the top side of the body, 
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The Hondo H787KT 


rather than on its lower front — right 
where the neck joins the body, a neat 
and unusual idea. And the controls 
themselves are interesting, too: along 
with the master volume and tone 
controls there’s a pickup blend rotary 
knob for more subtle control over the 
two pickups than a toggle-selector 
could offer. The body is constructed of 
hard rock maple, with full 34-inch scale 
length, and grover tuning machines. 
The Flash Bass, Model H888, is

available in black or metallic white, and 
in another of Hondo’s “deals of the 
century,” it lists for only $499.95 — 
literally $1000 less than Harry 
Fleishman’s original model. 

Not only that, but this is only the 
first of six new guitars Fleishman will 
design for Hondo this year. Want to 
know more?

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CASTALIA GUITAR 
INSTRUCTION POSTER 


Is it a poster? A guitar instruction 
booklet? It’s both, and it’s great. It’s the 
“Rock Guitar Poster” from Castalia Pub- 
lications. This 2’ x 3’ masterpiece of 
colorful graphic design pictures a lovely 
new axe from Solo Guitars, surrounded by 
a thorough, yet easy to follow, guide to 
playing rock guitar. The poster shows you 
the most popular rock guitar scale, the 
minor pentatonic, in five interlocking 
patterns that cover the whole neck. These 
patterns are also shown with passing 
tones in both aeolian and dorian modes. 
There are also movable power chords, bar 
chords, open chords, and all the notes on 
the entire guitar neck. Then there are 
explanations of how to use a Vibrato bar 
(also known as a Tremolo or Whammy 
bar), achieving tone and sustain, and for 
you Van Halen freaks, two-hand tapping 
and harmonics. On top of all that, there’s 
also a three page instruction sheet that 
comes with the poster, detailing bends, 
slides, hammer-ons and pull-offs. Castalia 
also publishes “The Guitar Poster” and 
“The Keyboard Poster,” and all three are 
available from them for $6.95 plus $2 
postage and handling.

UNICORD BOND GUITAR 


You're looking at what may be a revolutionary 
guitar. It’s the Bond Guitar, designed by British 
guitarist/engineer Andrew Bond and imported here 
by Unicord. Its body is carbon fiber poured into a 
single mold, so it’s one single piece for unreal 
sustain and absolute resistance to neck warpage. 
Also, carbon fiber absorbs much less of a string’s 
acoustic energy than wood, so notes have a brighter 
attack and a more singing sustain. Its fretboard isn’t 
really a fretboard at all. Rather than a neck with frets 
stuck on, it’s a neck with a series of precision 
engineered, shallow indentations cut into it. The 
result? Much less string-on-neck friction, for far 
faster playing and longer string and fingerboard life. 
Finally, instead of the usual rotary-knob volume and 
tone contols and toggle pickup-switches, the Bond 
has touch-sensitive controls for pickup selection 
and phase switching, and recessed rocker switches 
controlling volume and tone (treble and bass 
individually, yet!), with settings displayed via color 
coded digital lighted readouts. For now, it comes 
with three single coil pickups; a bass version is on 
the way too. The Bond Guitar is available in black 
finish with chrome Schaller bridge and tuners; a 
fine-tuning tremolo bridge is optional. In a word?

Carvin’s new V440 bass guitar is as serious as all 
their other axes — which is to say, pretty darned 
serious! Its futuristic-shaped body (modeled on 
their popular V220 guitar) is made of Eastern hard 
rock maple and koa woods, the neck is glued and 
contoured into the body for better playability and 
sustain, and the ebony fingerboard has lovely 
mother of pearl inlays. The two M22 humbucking 
bass pickups can be split for single coil or double coil 
sounds, which along with the two volume controls 


and master tone controls offer a lot of sonic 


possibilities. The standard bridge is machined of 
solid brass and sustains like crazy; the Kahler bass 
tremolo bridge is also available at additional cost. 
Available in black, white, red, or natural high-gloss 
polyurethane finishes, the V440 is one heck of a 
bargain at just $399 list ($519 with the Kahler 
tremolo bridge).

Each one also features 
a simple stereo Y-cord allowing you to 
play each half of the instrument through 
your choice of amps, and a switch that 
activates one set of strings and blocks out 
the other (to prevent those unwanted 
sympathetic resonances).

Over the last few years, Lita Ford has usurped Pat Benatar as hard rock’s 
preeminent female performer. The seductive blonde guitarist/vocalist has 
managed to combine her sexy good looks with an infectious hard-rocking 
sound to become a major force on the international rock and roll circuit. Now 
with the release of her third solo album, Ford seems ready to reach for the next 
plateau in her career — platinum stardom. Even though she recently emigrated 
to England from her long time home in California to be with her husband-to-be, 
Black Sabbath’s guitarist Tony lommi, Lita promises that America has just 
begun to feel the power of her metal attack. 
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Hit Parader: A lot is happening in your life at the 
present time. You have your new LP out, and 
you've recently become engaged. Is there one 
thing in particular that excites you more than 
anything else? 

Lita Ford: Everything's pretty exciting. But the 
album is what is really turning me on at the 
moment. At this point, I've gotten used to the 
idea of being engaged to Tony, it's the reaction 
to the album that's very exciting now. Oh, wait a 
minute (laughs). That sounds horrible. If Tony 
reads that he'll get really mad. Make sure you 
print that getting engaged to him is the most 
exciting thing that's ever happened to me. 


HP: How did you two meet? 

LF: We've known each other on and off for a 
while now. I've always been a big fan of his, and 
meeting him was a real thrill for me. | love the 
way he plays guitar, and Black Sabbath was a big 
influence on me when | was growing up. 


HP: Didn't you two jam together on stage 
recently? 

LF: That was about six months ago at the Capitol 
Theater in New Jersey. We did it for some guitar 
special that ran on MTV. It was really a kick to go 
out and play some Sabbath stuff with him. Hell, | 
grew up on that stuff. The first concert | ever 
went to was a Black Sabbath show in Long 
Beach, California. 


HP: There's a song titled 7he Bride Wore Black 
on the new LP. Did that come about because of 
your relationship with Tony? 

LF: In a way, yes. | wrote it with our bass player, 
Gordon, after Tony and | got engaged, so | guess 
it did have a certain influence, but | just liked the 
way the title sounded. It really fits my image. I'd 
like to do a whole concept video for it — kind of 
the reverse of Billy Idol's White Wedding. 


HP: Speaking of your image, you've toned down 
a bit over the last few years. On your first album 
cover you were dressed in a leather ‘’G” string 
holding a bleeding guitar. You've come a long 
way from that. 

LF: | hope so. | was never comfortable with the 
way | was marketed in the beginning. | never 
wore that kind of outfit on stage, and | never was 
a big one for blood. The record company was 
trying to sell me as a sex symbol, and | kept 
telling them, ‘I’m not a sex symbol, I'm a guitar 
player.” If people want to view me as a sex 
symbol that's fine with me, but the music comes 
first, and I'm determined to make sure people 
realize that. 


HP: How tough is it being a woman in rock and 
roll? | don't think too many male performers 
would have been exploited the way you've been 
in your Career. 

LF: | don’t know if I've been exploited since my 
time in the Runaways. | mean nobody drugged 
me and threw me into those leather costumes. | 
had to agree with it. | may regret it now, but | 
thought it would be a good way to attract a little 
extra attention. | guess it was, but! didn't attract 
the kind of attention | wanted. That's part of 
being a woman in this business, and believe me, 
it is tough. But if music's in your blood, then 
you've got to go for it. Most girls are told playing 
guitar in front of a stack of Marshall amps isn't 
very feminine, but if you believe in it, you do it. 


HP: You've always had a reputation for being a 


pretty heavy partier. How true is it? 


LF: If | did half the things people said I’ve done, 
I'd probably be unable to talk to you now. The 
truth is that | work my ass off. I'm on the road a 
lot, and when I’m not, I'm working on new music. 
There really isn’t that much time to go out and 
party. Sure, | like having a good time, but who 
doesn't? | party in moderation. | don't have time 
to lead a wild lifestyle. 


HP: You've been able to break through in Europe 
and the Orient before doing so in the States. Why 
is that? © 

LF: I'm not sure. There may be some fans who 
remember the Runaways, especially in Japan, 
where we toured a lot. But the real reason is, that 


instead of looking at me as a woman as they 
have in America, they've looked at me as a 
musician. That lets them appreciate my music a 
lot more. 


HP: Is there anything in particular you feel you 
have to prove because you are a woman? 

LF: Yes — | don't want to be thought of as a good 
female guitarist — | want to be thought of as a 
good guitarist, period. Being a woman can be a 
big advantage in this business. | enjoy being a 
woman who can go on stage and kick ass on 
guitar. But you've got to work twice as hard to get 
the respect you deserve. That respect is what I’m 
out to get this time.o

Outside the arena, two denim-clad kids no older than 13 
jostled with the normal array of street hustlers and scalpers 
in an attempt to procure a pair of tickets for that night's 
Deep Purple concert. “I've got to see this show,” one kid 
said to the other. “Yes,” said his friend, ‘Deep Purple is one 
of my favorite bands.” 

Little did the pubescent pair realize that the group they 
were so anxious to see had originally disbanded around the 
time they were born. But rock and roll has always been a 
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8 


medium surviving on loyal fan support. The fact that the 
members of Deep Purple are old enough to be the fathers of 
most of their fans has had little impact on the group's 
dedicated following —which has made their latest album, 
Perfect Strangers, into a million-selling success and has 
packed arenas from coast to coast. 

“They're legends,” one aficionado said outside of the 
concert hall shortly before the show was to begin. “I never 
thought I'd get the chance to see the band that recorded 
Smoke On The Water. Now that I'm getting that opportunity, 
| wouldn't miss it for anything.” 

Inside the packed arena, the crowd's frenzy grew as the 
house lights went dark. A staccato Ritchie Blackmore guitar 
run permeated the hall with a sense of impending 
excitement. Then, as the stage lights flashed brilliantly, the 
band launched into Aighway Star, one of their decade-old 
anthems. With Jon Lord’s swirling keyboards blending 
effortlessly with the bass licks of Roger Glover, the 
powerhouse drumming of lan Paice and the animalistic 
vocal forays of lan Gillan, it seemed as if the hands of time 
had been turned back to 1972, when Deep Purple ruled the 
metal roost with their classic sound. 

Shifting gears with the ease of true champions, the band 
mixed their new material, such as Knockin’ At Your Back 
Door, with such time honored classics as My Woman From 
Tokayo and Space Truckin’. As always, the crowd's loudest 
cheers were reserved for the inimitable man in black — 
guitar maestro Blackmore — who prowled stage right like a 
jungle cat. With his brilliant Stratocaster excursions 
punctuating every number with a touch of artistic brilliance, 
Purple’s musical steamroller picked up momentum 
throughout the 90 minute set. 

Closing with the expected encore of Smoke On The 
Water, the band quickly disappeared to their backstage 
dressing rooms (Blackmore had his own, while the rest of 
the band shared another). Relaxing after the show with 
friends and the group's ever-present bottles of booze, the 
Purples seemed content — a sharp contrast to the tensions 
that tore the band asunder a decade earlier. 

“We've grown up a lot since then,” Glover explained. 
“We're not trying to top each other on stage every night the 
way we once were. We still have as much competitive spirit, 
but we're taking life a little easier. The first time around, we 
didn't give ourselves the chance to stop and enjoy what we 
were accomplishing. That was our biggest mistake. We saw 
the opportunity to make a great deal of money and we 
simply burned ourselves out. That's something we swore we 
wouldn't do this time.” 

“We do try to learn from our mistakes,” Lord added. 
“We'll never play six nights a week again. We ve learned to 
enjoy our work and respect each other — that's all part of 
growing up. It took us 10 years of being apart to learn to 
appreciate each other properly. Now that we have the 
chemistry working better than ever, we'd be foolish to throw 
it away, and while we may be many things, one thing | hope 
we're not is foolish.”

Motor City Madman Prepares To Begin Work On New LP.

Ted Nugent's career has gone 
through more ups and downs than 
the escalator at the local Mont- 
gomery Ward's. From the day his 
band. the Amboy Dukes, opened for 
the Supremes at Detroit's Cobo Hall 
nearly 20 years ago, through such 
platinum platters as Cat Scratch 
Fever and Weekend Warriors, the 
Motor City Madman has given the 


rock world some of its most out- 


rageous and exciting moments. 
Recently, however, the Nuge’s 
career has been in somewhat of a 
decline, with his most recent LP, 
Penetrator, failing to generate the 
frenzied response afforded his 
earlier efforts. True to his wildman 
spirit though, Nugent refuses to 
give in. Currently he’s at work on a 
new LP which he hopes to have out 
by the fall We recently had the 
chance to talk to Ted about some of 
the highs and lows of his long 
career. 


Hit Parader: Ted, do you think that 
part of your recent sales stems from 
the fact that your band is always 
changing? 

Ted Nugent: Nah, not at all. | get a 


rush out of dealing with different 


musicians, and they get the same 
rush out of dealing with me. The 
simple truth is that | can burn a 
band out faster than any man alive. 
They go on the road with ol’ Ted for 
a few months and then they're 
ready to enter a retirement village. 


HP: Why do you think your last few 
albums haven't sold as well as you 
might have expected? 

TN: | never have expectations 
about how an album’s going to do. | 
don't give a dead penguin dick 
about what the critics think about it, 
or if the record company loves it. | 
make music for me. | love every 
album | do. | don’t know why 
some sell more copies than 
others. I’ve been in this rock and roll 
biz long enough to know that 
everything goes in circles and

cream the next. 


HP: Your image hasn't changed at 
all in the last 20 years. You still 
have the same long hair, and wear 
the same leather you always did. 
Do you ever think it’s time for a 
change? 

TN: | give you credit for asking that 
question to my face. Most people 
would be scared I'd shoot them 
for saying that. Hell no! I'm not go- 
ing to change. Why should |? There 
are more people playing good, loud 
rock and roll today than ever before, 
and most of them have long hair 
and are wearing leather. If you want 


to look at it that way, I'm probably . 


“hipper’” now than I've ever been. 


HP: We've heard rumors that you're 
deaf in one ear from playing at peak 
volume for so long is that true? 
TN: What? (Laughs) Yeah, I've got a 
problem with the hearing in one of 
my ears, but it’s one of those things 
that would probably change if I'd 
stop playing for a year or two — it's 
not worth it to me. Not hearing too 
well in one ear is a heavy price to 
pay, but it’s worth it to play the way 
| want to. Between you and me, I've 
started wearing ear plugs at my 
shows. Not to soften the volume, 
but just so that | can keep on 
yankin’ and crankin’ for a long time 
to come. 


HP: If you weren't playing rock and 
roll anymore, what do you think 
you'd do with your life? 

TN: Probably the same thing | do 
every fall — take off for the woods 
and live by my instincts as a hunter. 
That's a real thrill for me. It's a real 
back-to-basics lifestyle, and | love 
it. | go with my bow and arrow and 
have to shoot my own game for 
food and clothing. All the stuff | 
used to wear on stage was from 
animals that | hunted. As long as | 
still want to hunt though, I’m sure 
Ill want to play rock and roll. 
There's a lot of similarity between 
the two. To me they're both the 
biggest rushes around. O
